Russian Business 


Washington, September 22.—The 
rigid ban against alien communists 
in the United Stafes has raised a 
delicate question regarding Russian 
soviet eommercial agents, avowed 
communisits, who are in this country 
doing business on a large scale. 

If the striet letter of the recent 
ruling by Solicitor Theodore C. Risley, 
of the labor department, were ad- 
hered to, these men would have to 
be deported. Russian commercial 
agents in the last six months have 
bought $60,000,000 worth of cotton 
and machinery in this country.

tween the Atlanta Crackers, cham- 


vice of Mayor Sims, has acted none 
too soon in the matter of abating 
the sewage nuisance which is pol- 
luting the streams around the city to 
such an extent as not only to affect 
the communities in the vicinity of 
these streams but also to menace 
the comfort—if not the health—of 


the whole city. 

As a result of the long-prevailing 
drouth the city is infested by a mos- 
quito plague attributed largely to 
{Inadequate sewerage facilities. The 
attendant discomfort is felt in thou- 
sands of homes, and it has served 
to make more manifest than ever 
the absolute necessity of complet- 
ing the unfinished work of caring 
for the city’s sewage. 

About fifteen years ago, when 
conditions were not so bad as they 
are now, Rudolph Herring, of na- 
tional prominence as a sanitary en- 
gineer, was engaged 
scientific study, of and report on 
the steps necessary to be taken at 
that time to remedy the complaint 
growing out of the sewage nuisance. 
As the result of his work disposal 
plants were built around the city, 
and sewerace mains were extended 
to these plants. 

At that time Engineer Herring 
urged the city to build not for the 
present but for the future, admon- 
ishing it that the Peachtree creek 
disposal plant as then authorized 
would mect conditions only tem- 
porarily. He urged the construc- 
tion of a plant of greater capacity

why scholarships should not be offered to 


athletes as weil as other students, providing a standard of. scholastic at- 
tainment is definitely established and maintained, and providing, further, 
that it is all done openly, instead of in the skulking manner described by 


the graduate manager. 

During the last year our 
governors of athletics entered upon a 
plan of loaning to worthy athleies, 
lacking funds to go to college, sums 
not exceeding S350 each, payable in 
five years. It is an actual loan, and 
net a gift, in each ease. The boys 
sign notes and they are required to 
pay back the money. furthermore, 
the full fifteen units for entrance with- 
out conditions are required before the 
awarding of the loan, and the bene- 
ficiaries are held toe standards of 
faithful effort in their classroom work. 
Our experience of one year shows that 
the majority of ' worth-while boys 
spurn the idea of a loan when they 
can secure money outright without a 
loan. 


We Abolish An “Athletic Club.” 


Some years ago an “athletic club” 
was formed at our college, with the 
purpose of organizing the work of 
seouting and recruiting football play- 
ers. At did not last long, as, obvi- 
ously, it conforms neither to the tra- 
ditions nor the present objectives of 
Franklin and Marshall college. 

My observation has been that many 
of the offers to football players in- 
elude board and room. Of course this 
is an important item to a boy of 
limited means, and it is used effec- 
tively. Sometimes the room is in a

I believe a clearer and more rational 
view of this entire problem can be 
lobtained if one looks at it with re- 
gard to the basic function and pur- 
pose of an American college. Un- 
deniably the business of our colleges 
is, as I have said, to fit boys for 
service in a democracy: 
democratic form of government—the 
most successful of its kind in the his- 
tory of the world—based upon equal- 
ity of opportunity and free access to 
all avenues of advancement. <Accept- 
ed and proved standards of education 
have been built up, and our educa- 
tional system has been gradually 
adapted to a great national purpose— 
to turn ouf men and women qualified 
and equipped to articulate success- 
fully and usefuily with our national 
organization of life—governmental and 
agricultural. | 

If this be accepted, and I don’t 
sce how anyone can ref&sonably deny 
it, one must inevitably view the wide- 
spread commercialization of college 
sports in its bearing on educational 
ideals. And yiewing it thus, the con- 
clusion that such commercialization 
is subversive of every high purpose, of 
every great ideal of American educa- 
tion is ines¢apable. 

Distorts the Curriculum. 

Democracy necessitates considera- 
‘tion of an established form of cen- 
‘duct and capacity. Extreme speciali- 
‘zation, and disproportionate rewards 
ifor the same, before a student has ac- 
‘quired a sound foundation of general 
‘information, and a dependable scale 
lof relative valnes, eannot but bring 
about warped standards, thwarting 
ithe edueator in his task of turning out 
‘a genuinely educated man. 

Undue stress on athletics—leaving 
}out of account for a moment the 
grosser considerations of commerciali- 
zation—must inevitably have this re- 
sult, just as extreme devotion to vaca- 
tional training with corresponding neg- 
lect of cultural studies would distort 
a college curriculum, and turn out 
half educated, or, literally, “unedu- 
cated specialists.” 

[ am not belittling specialization, 
but I insist that it should have its 
roots in a genuine and broad educa- 
tion. There is ample opportunity for 
specialization, in post-graduate and 
professional courses, and I am firmly 
the opinion that under-graduate 


before them the ideal of a well-rounded 
education, coneciyed from the demo- 


eratic standpoint, and with no twist- 


ing of perspectives by either too much 


i4ithletics or too much vocational train- 


ing.

New York. Sdéptember 22.—Today's 

stock market was .as surprising as 
yesterday's, but in a very different 
way. Yesterday after opening strong 
and active and making a new high 
average price for all time there was 
a severe decline, when call money 
opening at 4 1-4 per cent and gradual- 
ly advanced to six. Today’s renewal 
rate was 5 1-4 per cent, the ‘highest 
since January 3, 1924. There was 
widespread calling of margins over- 
night as a gesult of yesterday's six 
per cent money, and another severe 
break in stock market prices was 
expected at the opening today. I[n- 
stead after some selling pressure at 
the opening, the market held remark- 
ably steady, recoveries from _ yester- 
day’s low. being in many stocks. 
' While the renewal rate for call 
loans today was 5 1-4 per cent, there 
was plenty of money offered. What 
happened was that out-of-town banks 
which were the largest lenders of 
call money here called loans at the 
opening yesterday as a result of Fri- 
day’s % 1-2 per cent rate. Bankers 
here now admit 3 1-2 per cent rate 
of Friday was too lew. With the 
rate climbing to six per cent yesterday 
the . out-of-town banks were again 
lenders here. 

Irregularity. in the movement of 
stock market prices is expected to 
continue until after October 1 re- 
quirement are provided and _ until 
there had been a readjustment in over- 
extended loans of some stock ex- 
change houses based on excessive 
speculative holdings of individual 
traders and pools in specialties in- 
cluding motors. The banks here to- 
day, for example, made a drastic cut 
in the price at which one motor stock 
wonld be accepted in loan envelopes. 

One piece of news which might have 
been accepted to bring about a_re-

profits were large in 1923, since then 
dividends have just about been earned 
and hence it was considered wise to 
reduce dividend payments. Many of 
the railway equipment companies con- 
fine their earnings statements to an- 
nual reports; but from the few cur- 
rent statements published the returns 
for 1925 are going to be satisfactory. 

Another unfavorable news item 
came from San Francisco in the an- 
nouncement that California crude oil 
prices had been reduced from 10 to 35 
cents a barrel. This is the first 
change which has. occurred in Cali- 
fornia crude prices since last Febru- 
ary, when advances of from 25 to 45 
cents were announced. Since then, 
however, there has been an increase 
of over 100,000 barrels in the average 
daily production of crude oil and re- 
cently because of over-production 
‘Standard Oil of California an@ other 
large producers have shut down a 
number of wells.

With call money renewing here to- 
day at 5 1-4 per cent one of the larg- 
est and best-known Wall street banks, 
one not far from Trinity church, re- 
newed all of its loans at 6 per cent. 
At first this was construed as re- 
flecting bearishness on the part of 
officials of this bank who, it is gen- 
erally believed, have much to do with 
the upward movement in stock mar- 
ket prices.

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New York, September 22.-— With 
the western freight structure passing 
formally under the scrutiny of the 


interstate commerce commission and 
the hearings under way on the Van 
Sweringen merger and a slight moving 
upward of railroad stocks, attention is 
being focused here on the railway 
matters. 

Any railroad investors of long ex- 
perience, the statement is.freely made 
that -the position of the roads is 
stronger now than the public gener- 
ally realizes. First of,all it is be- 
lieved that the Van Sweringen merger 


is going to be approved and that this 


is going to be followed immediately 
by far-reaching consolidations which 
will immensely benefit many smaller 
roads. This accounts for the fact that 
in the upward movement of rail stdétks 
the smaller roads and particularly 
some roads which have not paid divi- 
dends in some time have led. 

In the next place railroad earnings 
now bid fair to exceed even those of 
1916, which hold all records thus far. 
In the first six months operating 
revenues were $45,000,000 greater 
than in the same time last vear. And 
if this record is duplicated in the last 
six months the roads will have had 
their greatest year. 

Along with this goes a great cut in 
operating expenses. Up to July 1, op- 
erating expenses were vver $35,000.- 
QOO less than in the same period last 
year and over $171,000,000 less than 
in the first six months of 1925. This 
important cut was made notwithstand- 
ing a growth in traffie this vear on an 
astonishing seale. The effect of all 
this is that while gross earnings have 
increased 9 per cent, net earnings 
increased 29 per ceng over last year. 
_ Will the interstate commerce com- 
mission grant the 5 per cent increase 
in rates which the western roads are 
asking.

The spreading -€onsisted of sales 
of the May éelivery of wheat in Chi- 
eago against simultaneous buying ‘at 
Winnipeg. Wheat values here closed 
weak, 1 1-S cents to 2 1-4 cents net 
lower. December $1.50 1-8 to 
$1.50 1-4 and May $1.53 1-4 to 
$1.53 3-8. Corn finished at 3-8 to 1 
cent dewn, oats shade lower, coffee 
and provisions varying from 7 cents 
decline to a rise of 20 cents. 

Better weather both sides of the 
Canadian boundary with reports that 
threshing had been resumed in Canada 
and that the crop movement from the 
Prairie provinces-was heayy, gave a 
decided advantage to sellers in the 
wheat market here. Besides, the 
world’s available supply total showed 
an inerease of 10,484,000 bushels for 
the week. Under such circumstances. 
and with persistent hedging sales from 
the northwest the market here closed 
at around the day's bottom level of 
prices, notwithstanding that at first 
the trend for a while had been upward. 

Indications were that a good deal 
of the late selling of wheat here was 
in the nature of profit taking on the 
part of recent buyers. The final down- 
ward swing of the market. however, 
was hastened by speculative selling 
from various sources wheu it beca: 
apparent that recent aggressive sup- 
port of the market had slackened for 
nt least the time being. Earlier up- 
turns today in prices here were 
ascribed to signs of export business 
in rye and to ascertain that the 
amount of wheat alfoat for Europe is 
the smallest ever known. : 

Corn and oats averaged lower with 
wheat. There were ‘moderate offer- 
ings of old corn to arrive. On the 
other hand, reports of adverse weather 
conditions in the corn belt tended to 
discourage selling. 

Provisions were irregular, reflect- 
ing an early advance and later decline 
in the hog market.
